CoPENHAGEA', J a l j 30.—The German 
aud Danish squadron met at 9 o'clock 
this morning a short distance sonth of 
Pragor. 
King Ohrifitian, of Denmark, 
and Crown Prinne Frederick boarded 
the German imperial yacht, Hohenzol- 
lern, which was flying the Danish colors, 
aud extended a cordial greeting to Em- 
peror Wiliiam. The sailors of the Ger- 
man vassels manned the yards and 
cheered the Danish sqnadron. Emperor 
William accompanied King Ohristiun and 
the crown prince back to the Daninh 
yacht, which displayed the German flag, 
and was brought 6o this city. The royal 
party landed at hilf-past eleven and was 
receiFed by gnard of honor. The band 
played a Prnesian anthem as Emperor 
William stepped ashore. 


When the royal party reached shore 
the batteries fired a saint« in honor of 
the German Kmperor. 
The emperor, 
on moanting the step, was accompanied 
by 
Queen Louise, whose hand he 
clasped. 
He then saluted the orown 
princess and Prinoess Marie, niece of 
the king. Eiog Christian then present- 
ed to the emperor all the ministers, 
members of the diplomatic oorpe and 
presidents of the Danish-German exhi- 
bition. The king and emperor inspect- 
eu the gnard of honor and then drove to 
Amalienborg caotle. 
After Inncheon 
the emperor visited the exhibition. 


THE ANARCHISTS CASES.

WASBINOTOV, July SC.—There 
is 
good reason to believe that the senate s 
select committee on the Paoifio railroads 
will report to morrow the Onthwaite bill 
to the senate «aanimonsly favorably and 
without amendments. 
It is stated in 
official circles that in consequence of 
the protest of the American authorities 
against the existing regulations with re 
spect to tolls on the Welland and St. 
Lawrence canals the government will re- 
move the present discrimination in favor 
of grsin bound for Montreal. 


THB BTTOAB IHVKSTIGATION. 


The house committee on manufactures 
to-day submitted a report concerning 
the sugar investigation, which was or- 
dered printed. 
They say they have 
been unable to complete their inquiry 
and investigation. 


Tour committee, the report continues, 
has particularly directed its inquiry 
into tbe methods and extent of the bnsi 
nees done or controlled by the sngar 
trust and Standard Oil trust. 
Tour 
committee desire to call the attention of 
tbe honse to the form of the organiza- 
tioQf- of these two trusts. Both are or- 
ganized on substantially the same plan. 


From the testimony it appears there 
exists It cerrain nnmber of corporations 
organized under the laws of the different 
utates and subject to their control; that 
theHe corporations have issued their 
stock to V irious individnals, and tbat 
these individual stool^iolders have snr- 
sendered their stock to parties named in 
tbe agreement, creating these trusts and 
accepted in lien 
thereof certificates 
issued by the trustees named therein. 


T)ie board of trustees are lestricted to 
tbe receipts of the divdends declared by 
the various corporations and the distri- 
bntion of the aggregate of them to the 
hold rs of the trust cf rtificates pro rata 
and to holding and voting upon the 
stock of the corporations. Tue trustees 
in both cases 
upon the stand as wit- 
ner^ses, specially denied that the trURtees 
assnch, ever do aiiy other business than 
receive and distribute these dividends 
and exercise the only other function 
given them by the trust agreements; 
that is, to hold the stock of the various 
corporations and exercise the rights of 
stockholders in such corporations. 


This form of organization was obvi- 
ously devised for the purpose of reliev- 
ing the trusts and trustees from the 
charge of any breach of the conspiracy 
laws of tbe various states, or of being a 
combination to regulate or control the 
price of production. 


We ask 
attention to this feature of 
these combinations, because it is be- 
lieved it will be found that all trade 
combinatiois 
having 
simili 
aims, 
either have adopted this method or 
speedily will do so, and also because the 
legisiation which has been proposed to 
this honse and referred to your commit- 
tee, has been directed against the oom- 
binations to fix the price or regulate the 
production of articles of merchandise or 
commerce. 


It is plain that the combination, the 
testimony concerning which is herewith 
submitted, 
have 
been 
intentionally 
formed so as to avoid, if possible, the 
charge that the trust, as such, or the 
the trustees in that capacity, either 
fixed the prices or regulated the pro- 
duction of any article of merchandise or 
commerce. 


HOTTSB. 


On motion of Strubbio, of Iowa, the 
senate bill was passed for the erection 
of a public buildiDg at Sioux City, Iowa, 
at a cost of 8150,000. Bacon, of New 
Tork, chairman of the committee on 
maunfacturers, requested that that com- 
mittee be granted loave to &it during the 
recees. The request wiis granted, after 
tbe querry from Baker, of New York, 
'are we going to have a recci^^s," and 
the reply from the speaker: "the chair 
caiiDot inform the gentleman " 


A conference was ordered on the 
senate amendments to the navy appro- 
priation bill. 


The honse went into a committee of 
the whole, on the deficiency appropria- 
tion bill. 


After much controversy, an arrange- 
ment was arrived at under which a gen- 
eral debate on the bill, with the excep- 
tion of the French spoliation claims sec- 
tion, was limited to one hour. 


The bill will then be considered by 
paragraphs until the excepted seation is 
reached, when nine hours' general de- 
bate will be allowed. 


The bill was then read b j paragraphs 
from amendments. 
The senate re- 
snmed the consideration of the sundry 
civil bill and beveral unimportant amend- 
ments were offered from the committee 
on appropriations and agreed to. Bowen 
offered an amendment 
appropriating 
$250,0« 0 for the purpose of investigating 
the extent to which the arid region of 
the United States can be redeemed by 
irregdtion and hrieiiy addressed the sen- 
ate in its support. 


Bepresentative Clarcy, of Missouri, 
to day introdutfed in the house a bill to 
amend the inter-state commerce act so 
HB to allow discrimination in favor of 
owners, and to allow the fines imposed 
to be paid over to the prosecuting citi- 
zens. 


The honse committee on military af- 
fairs has ordered a favorable report on 
the Townshend resolution calling upon 
the secretary of war for information 
respecting the flags, guns and other 
relics oi the last war, now scattered 
about among the army posts, arsenals, 
and navy yards of the country. 
The 
object of the inquiry is to secure infer 
mat ion necessary for the collection uf 
nese relics and their deposit in some 
centrai moaema.

To be a Candidate for Governor Before 
the Republican State Con- 
vention.

Governor A. G. Porter informed Attor- 
ney General Michener aud other friends 
tbat he positively and emphatically de- 
clined to be considered as a candidate 
for tbe gubernatorial nomination, and 
would not accept a nomination if it were 
tendered.

As a matter of 
I^iitioal interest, this absolute declina- 
tion of Governor Porter's is only second 
in importance throughout In^ana to 
General Harrison's nomination. It is 
thought many of Porter's friends will 
now tender their support to Congress- 
man George W. Steele, of Marion, Ind,, 
who thus becomes a formidable oppo- 
nent to Colonel Robertson for the nom- 
ination. 


A PIONEER GONE.

NEW YOBK, July 30.—The first wit- 
ness called by the emigration committee

At his native 
land the witness worked as a farmer, 
earning 10 or 15 cents a day and his 
meals. 
He alsv-) owned a small vineyard, 
worth 400 or 600 francs. He said sev- 
eral others came with him, and the 
whole party were furnished tickets by 
an agent named Nicolino Saraceni, who 
came to their village and persuaded 
them to cc.me over. 


Saraceni furnished them passage upon 
their agreeing to repay him 250 francs. 
He sent tbem to a man named Emo 
B»'rnardoni, 81 Mnlberry street, who 
was to give them work,' He has not 
done a days work since he landed, and 
is supported by charity. 
Three out of 
thirteen, who came over with him, have 
received employment in this country.

TARIFF AMD WA9B& 


To the Bditor of the SentlneL 


In a former letter I showed that the 
productive capacity of a British work- 
man in the woolen indostxy is to tliat of 
an American as 77 to 100, and of a 
(Jerman as 60 to 100. 
In eotton indus- 
tries the rates are respectively as 67 
and 27i to 100. 
In silk industries as 
8U and 68 to 100. It is pleasant to 
have the correctness and moderation of 
these figures corroborated by protec- 
tionist and republican authority as in' 
disputable as the following: 


"The average American workman 
periorms from one and a half to¡twIce as 
much work as the average European 
workman.

"Undoubtedly the inequality in the 
wages of English and Amer ican work- 
men is more than equalised by the 
greater efficiencv of the latter and their 
longer hours of labor. 


"JAKBS G. B1.AINB, 
"Secretary of State." 


The error thus exploded and the be- 
lief that wages constitutes by far the 
greater part of the cost of manufactured 
goods have been the chief arguments in 
support of our present system of high 
protective duties. The Americau manu- 
facturer, we were told, must pay wages 
two or three times as great as his for 
eign competitor. Wages constitute from 
75 to 90 per cent, of the total cost of pro- 
duction. 
How then can he com 
pete with the pauper>made mer- 
chandise 
of 
Europe ? 
If 
the 
premises were 
correct, 
the argu- 
ment seemed striking and plausible, 
though, even then the question might 
fairly have been asked whether it is wise 
policy for a nation to hire its dtisens to 
engage in an nnpaying business. But 
the argument, at any rate, has had the 
effect to make its victims remain 
quiescent, while unscrupulous greed 
tapped their veins and drew their life 
blood, 


One of the legs on which the system 
has stood, has now, by carefully gath- 
ered statistics, been shown not to exist. 
That the American manufacturer is in no 
wise handicapped by the high labor cost 
of his product is admitted by the very 
aprstles of high protection. 
That the 
element of labor in cost of manufactures, 
is by no meftDP so large as is popularly 
suppoeod can also be easily shown. 


The tenth volume of the United Statejs 
census of 1880 contains some very inter 
esting tables that throw light upon this 
point. 
The tables were carefully pre 
pared by the manufacturers themselves 
and are therefore conclusive. I submit a 
few figures from these tables for th^ 
consideration of your readers. 


Iflankets, per pair, selling price, 
$8.24; labor Mt, 77c. 


Bla<7kets, per pound, selling price, 
90c; labor cost, 18c. 


Flannel, per yard, selling price, 55c; 
labor cost, 8c. 


Flaimel, per yard, selling price, 35 to 
40o; labor cost, 60. 


Jeans, per yard, selling price, 36c; la- 
bor cost, 6|c. 


Oassimeres, per yard, selling price, 
$2.25; labor cost, 30c.

$1.25. labor cost 18c. 


t he per cent of labor cost to total cost 
ranges from 10 to 25 per cent and in a 
few oases somewhat higher, but the 
average of labor cost in woolen goods is 
not more than 20 per cent. In cotton 
goods the percentage of labor cost is 28; 
in iron and steel manufactures it is 22, 
and in the entire manufacturing indus- 
tries of the country taken together labor 
cost is less than 22 ^ r cent of the whole 
cost. The duty on imported goods is in 
many oases three times the entire labor 
cost, and on the average it is more than 
twice that cost, ^ e may say, then, 
that the labor cost in manufactured 
goods is one-fitth of the total cost and 
materials four-fifths. It is, therefore, 
obvious that any disadvantage in ma- 
terials operates with four times the 
weight that the same per cent, of dis- 
advantage in labor cost would. Furth- 
ermore facts and figures say that the 
American manufacturer is at no disad 
vantage in labor cost, and Messrs. Evarts 
and Blaine and a large chorus of manu- 
facturers corroborate the verdict of facts 
and figures. How, then, can the policy 
of laying a heavy tax on raw materials 
be too severely churacterized? When 
the actual conditions are understood, 
snch a policy seema scarcely less than 
idiotic. It is, at any rate, a mistake, 
and when the interests of millions are 
at stake, a mistake is a crime. We tax 
iron ore, the raw material of the furnace 
men, 75 cents per ton in order that 
lucky owners of ore lauds, bought 
of 
the government 
for a song, 
may 
exact 
from 
the furnace 
men a royalty that will pay large inter- 
est on a valuation of $10,000 an acre. 
To compensate the furnace men for this 
robbery, we levy upon the consumers of 
their puoduct, pig iron, a tax of $6.72 
per ton. But pig iron is the raw mater- 
ial of all steel and iron manufaotnries,and 
so we lay upon all users of stnel and iron 
utensils a tax of from 45 to 75 per cent, 
and at last the consumer pays the total of 
all these exactions. "The cost of every- 
one of the 100,000 plows we annualiy 
make is enhanced from 15 to 25 per 
cent, by the present tariff," says Mr. 
Lucius Wells, of Moline, UL 


"1 here is not one article that we make 
that is in the least benefitted by the 
tariff, while almost everything that we 
buy is enhanced in price by the tariff, 
and of course our consumers, in tum, 
have to pay more for what they buy of 
us," says Mr. D. B. Buford, plow maker 
of Bock Island. And yet workingmen 
are asked to vote to maintain intact this 
fatuous and suicidal policy, by which 
our manufacturers are ham^red in the 
sphere of their operations, are limited 
to our own markets, and by which the 
workmen themselves are deprived of 
their inalienable right to make goods for 
600,000.000 instead of for 60,000,000 of 
people. Just wait and see them do it.

The Newspaper 
Revoluiion. 


From the Rock ford (///.) Register.] 


"The era of cumbrous blanket-sheets seems coming to an end, and newspapers like the New York Sun and TH* 
CHICAGO DAILY NEWS are the prominent journalistic successes of the period. 
The papers that give enough reading matter

The Stewart Fortune. 


According to the testimony of his 
head bookkeeper, the value of tiie late 
A. T. Stewart's interest in the business 
of which he was the chief partner was 
set down in the ledger at about $12,000,- 
OOO at the time of his death; but when 
Judge Hilton formed a new firm to con- 
tinue the business, he put it at about 
>8,170,000, or at a reduction of 20 per 
o«nt. 


It would appear, therefore, that the 
•state of Mr. Stewart was much exag- 
grarated during his life, for,^ putting the 
actual cash value of his business at $10,- 
000,000 even, it is not probable that his 
other property exceeded as much more, 
making the whole something like $20,- 
000,000. 
Common repute gave him at 
least twice that sum, and Mr. Vari^y, 
*^ho wrote recently of great American 
fortunes in the Revue des Detuc Mondes^ 
accepted the poj^ular 
estimate, and 
axed his estate at $40,000,000. 
If Mr. 
Stewart had lived to manage his own 
ftffairs it might long before this have 
reached or even exceeded that value 
for, according to the bookkeeper, the 
MTofits of the business alone, including 
mterest on capital, seem to have been 
ftbout a million a year; but, d;ving as he 
did, the half of it more nearly repre- 
•ents what he had left. 


Of Mr. Stewart's jjroperty outside of 
his business a great part was of very un- 
c e r t ^ value, as, for instance, hia resi- 
dence, his Saratoga property, and his 
vast Garden City estate. 
His Women's 
hotel, if it had been kept to its original 
purpose, would have been more likely 
to involve steady expenditure than to 
yield income enough for maintenance. 
As the event proved, too, his many and 
various mill properties were of compara- 
tively small salable value, he having 
taken them very generally for debt and 
advances as a commissiou merchant,', 
and not having run them at any con-, 
Biderable profit, even if they paid their 
way. Judge Hilton seems to have had 
a poor opinion of them, for he was in % 
btany to get them off his hands at al- 
most any price. 


If, then, we compute the value of Mr. 
Stewart's estate at the time of his death 
at ^0,000,000, we probably give the 
fall cash valuation. His fortune, there- 
fore, held only a secondary, even a 
third place among the great fortunes of 
his day. 
Of course, it was vastlv ex- 
ceeded by the Astor and Vanderbilt es- 
tates and by that of Jay Gould, but it 
was also far behind Moses Taylor's. Be- 
sides ^ose, there are now several es- 
tates and fortimes in New York, and 
more in the Union as a whole, whi<^ 
are greater in magnitude than his, so 
that $20,000,000 as a private possession 
DO longer bewilders the imagination. 


Bat $20,000,000 is a nice fortune to 
ha vie, though it did not save Mr. Stew- 
art's CTave from desecration, and it haa 
itirrM up a contest over its disposition 
oi almost imparalleled 
bitterness.—

.tnO amply, and without unnecessary padding, are taking the lead in the great cUics." 


Forty years ago the chief duly of an editor, in 


view of his limited facilities, was to gather all the 
news he could and print it 
Intelligence was 


transmitted slowly; many occurrences of interest 
were never heard of beyond their immediate 
locality; ocean mails were long in transit, and the 
overthrow of an European dynasty was not known 
here until long after the event Suddenly there 
came a change. The railroad and the telegraph 
superseded old methods, and the newspaper was 
literally flooded with news.
